The conventional tea strainer, which con- 
sists of a cup-shaped filter made of wire- 
gauze and fitted with a handle, has various 
drawbacks, such as: that it will 'occupy sepa- 
rate table spaceand separate tea tray space 
for itself; that its use for straining die tea 
deception as it is poured out from the tea 
pot ,nto the tea cups, necessitates the use of 
both hands of the person pouring out the 
decoction; and that it is unsuitable for strain- 
dons 0 decoction s such as coffee deccc- 

This invention aims to provide an improved 
tea strainer which will be free from those 
drawbacks.

here is provided an improved tea strainer 
adapted to be capable of insertion into the 
IvZT* ° V tta ,P ot , "^prising a single central 
wire and a bunch of wires, relatively thin 
with respect to the central wire, wherein the 
wires arc straight and bound together at one 
end around the central wire such that their 
unbound ends are splayed out so that they 
can make contact with the internal surface of 
the spout w-hen the strainer is inserted therein 
and wherein the central wire extends beyond 
the thin wires, at their unbound ends, and 
is capawe or being bent so that it can fir 
over the edge of the spout to retain the* 
strainer m the spout after said strainer has 
been inserted therein.

The said strainer can Ix easily inserted into 
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the spout 5, and when so inserted, the bunch 
4 will be squeezed so as to form a good fit 
inside the said spcut, as shown at 9 in Fig. 
2. and thereby function as a strainer which 
will permit the tea decoction to be poured 
out through the said spout^ but which will 
hold back the tea leaves from passing there 
through. 

As the said strainer can be inserted into 
the spout 5, it will not> unlike the conventional 
strainers, occupy additional space for itself 
in the tea tray or on the tea table; nor will 
it require to be held by the pourer when 
pouring out the decoction into the tea cups. 
It will have the further advantage that it 
will hold back not only tea leaves, but even 
smaller particles such as coffee powder, from 
passing there through, 

WHAT I CLAIM IS: — 

1. A tea strainer adapted to be capable of 
insertion into the spout of a tea pot com- 
prising a single central wire and a bunch of

being bent into a he ok so that it can fit over 
the edge of the spout to retain the strainer in 
the spcut after, said strainer has been inserted 
therein.
